Wilson indicated to callers that a 
strong protest will be made by the 
United States government against the 
action of Great Britain and lier allies 
in subjecting neutral conim ene to the 
numerous restrictions Imposed on it 
by the British order in council. 
Senator Walsh of Montana, an au­ 
thority on international law, talked 
at length with the president about the 
situation. 
As he left the White House, Sen­ 
hor Walsh said the British action had 
lo precedent in law or history and 
hat an unusually vigorous protest 
i Mould be made against it. 
He 
spoke of the 
general 
regret 
among senators now that, before the 
last congress adjourned, power had 
not been given to the president to de­ 
clare embargoes on exports from the 
United States to belligerents. 
He added, however, he had no idea 
that the president would call an ex­ 
tra session for that purpose. 
High officials, who read the various 
notes and tile order In council, ex­ 
pressed no formal opinion. 
That the 
United States lias obtained little sat­ 
isfaction from its previous protests is 
agreed iii official quarters and the 
practical futility of further protest is 
admitted, unless measures of retalia­ 
tion are to accompany it. 
Officials, who studied the British or-| 
der in the text as transmitted by Am­ 
bassador Page aud the British em­ 
bassy, found difference^ in it from the 
version in the cable dispatches, but 
would not indicate whether they are 
of an important character. 


Order Creates Displeasure. 
Displeasure at the contents of the 
order was evident and they made no 
effort to conceal their disappointment 
ai its failure to give American com­ 
merce relief from interference while 
in transit to neutral countries. 
The British order will be made pub 
lie by the state department, together 
with the full text of the notes from 
and to Great Britain and Germany in 
which the United States sought to 
bring about an abandonment of sub­ 
marine warfare and shipment of con­ 
ditional contraband to civilians.

"WORLD OWES ME A LIVING"

MForeigner« with Idea glimmering« 
not worked out, with a terrorist phll«»» 
ophy that is a misfit In this country— 
that la how 1 would describe the plant 
era of the bombs In St. Patrick's cathe­ 
dral and anarchist» of their type,” »aid 
John Harvey Robinson, professor of 
history In Columbia university and an 
authority 
on 
historical-philosophical 
subjects, In discussing the arrest and 
frustrated plot of Abnrno and Curtxme. 
"There la no jusiiticntiou for the ex ­ 
istence of anarchist» in the social con­ 
ditions of this country,” he maintained, 
"It la hard to conceive the motives 
which impel su»b action» a» their». 
One can understand the thoughts of a 
Russian nihilist, who is not a criminal 
in the true sens«', but who is working 
along the lines of a definite philosophy 
toward a definite end, or of the ter­ 
rorists of Paris who engaged in tlie 
fight for the Commune in 1871. 
"ltut things are different In this coun­ 
try. 
1 can trace no analogy between 
conditions before the commune of 1H71 
and the conditions In this country to­ 
day which precede what tin* two Ital­ 
ian anarchists are «¡aid to have planned 
—a commune of anarchy and riot In 
New York. 
There Is no pnrallel of 
cause, and there will be no parallel of 
effect 
Idea of Commune Absurd. 
"The Idea of a commune being es- 
tnblished here by men of the type of 
Abnrno and Carbone is absurd. Even 
the tuoet disreputable, the most down 
and out of the hoboes and the unem­ 
ployed in tho city, would never follow 
such leaders to wholesale murder, 
"The proof that conditions in this 
country do not justify the actions of 
the two men and their kind—that an­ 
archy and anarchism are not natural 
outgrowth» of existing society here—Is 
simple enough. Think what would hap­ 
pen if anarchists tied up the subway

more or loss natural result of condi­ 
tion» in the community. 
Conditions Different Here. 
"Hat that cannot he s - Id of any at­ 
tempted commune In New York nor 
of the nets of the anarchist» later. 
These <nn he attributed to misapplica­ 
tion of half formed Ideas and Ideals, 
fitted, perhaps, to Russia or even to 
Italy, but not to conditions In the Unit­ 
ed States, which are totally different." 
Speaking more definitely of the men 
tnl makeup of »lie P.reset anarchists. 
A. T. I’offonburger, engaged In labor­ 
atory research and experimental work 
with tli" depart’Dent of psychology at 
»'olumbln university, spoko of the ter­ 
rorist plans revealed by the recent nr 
rests. 
"There 1« no one positive type of 
mind that, belongs to the 'red/ " he said 
"it is alw ays possible to trace the 
causes o f Ids criminal bent or his an­ 
archistic iest 1 lidw. If the facts of tils 
birth and his life are known.

solves Itself Into a matter of heredity, 
and environm ent 
1 hove not yet seen 
Carbone and Abnrno. but I have known 
men of their stamp. 
Their mental at­ 
titude may be best expressed by ’The 
world owes me a living!* 
"It 1» not surprising that the two 
are so young. 
Tendencies which lend 
to crime usually show them selves be­ 
tween thirteen nnd twenty-five, or even 
ea rller."

No man will be pi-rmlttcd to rule in 
Mexico, 
it

that a» soon as one man obtains power 
other revolution» begin. 
It matter» not 
whether the old Din* faction or the 
M adeio fnetion have a teiiifmrary vic­ 
tory, the revolution* continue. 
Carranza and Villa were together un­ 
til Currnuxu w as about to be aoccuas- 
fid, ami Villa became a revolutionist 
flgahiHt 111» old chief. 
Obregon work» 
with Carranza up to a certain {»»lot, 
nnd then lie become* defiant. 
Every 
chief will revolt against any other 
chief who attain» power. 
And the query is, How long will tt 
last? 
In som e countries the people 
would tire of the w arfare, but not tn 
Spanish-American countries. 
The rev­ 
olution in Cuba w as carried on in­ 
definitely. 
Revolution» la all the Cen­ 
tral 
and 
South 
Ainerlcnn 
republics 
have been carried on until the »trong 
man arrive», the man of blood and 
iron 
the dictator. 
No Dictator In Sight. 
For Mexico there i» no dictator in 
sight, no man strong enough to unite 
a sufficient number of leaders in one 
body so a» to take possession of the 
country nnd quell the revolutionary 
fnetion*. 
Mexico 1» in a much worse condition 
now than was Cuba when this country 
Interfered in behalf of hum anity. Then 
Spain wa» In control of the island, 
m aintained n government nnd If It bad 
not been for the various revolution­ 
ist», mostly bandits and soldier» of for 
tune, could have secured tranquillity. 
But there 1» not the sam e desire to in­ 
tervene in Mexico as there w as In 
Cuba. 
Tho Only Difference. 
During tho long Republican reign 
there w as a sm all coterie in each 
house of congress which ran the whole 
business. 
Five or six men in the h<«i»c 
and about (he sam e number In the 
.senate took upon them selves tho duties 
o f leadership and w hal they divreed 
generally prevailed. 
Hint'" the Democrat» have had con­ 
trol a different method lias been pur­ 
sued to reac h the sam e results. 
The 
caucus has been used to bring recnlci 
trnnt member» of the» party Into line 
and hold them, though It does not a! 
way» hold all of them. 
But the small 
coterie »till controls. 
With the aid of 
the president the numl»er in control Is 
somewhat reduced, for only a few ne««l 
be consulted. 
As to the actual con­ 
trol by the majority party the same 
Hituation 1» found under the Democrat» 
as under Republicans, 
Caucus or Speaker.

Istrntton »tand» with the »i>eaker the 
member Lmlting the decree» of thi 
speaker and Ills coterie also loses pat­ 
ronage. 
So it is six of one nnd half a dozen 
of the other. 
Mann and Kitchin.

history in Columbia university arui an

subjects, in discussing the arrest and 
frustrated plot of A im mo and Carbone. 
“There is no justification for the ex­ 
istence of anarchists in the social con­ 
ditions of this country,” he maintained. 
“It is hard to conceive the motives 
which impel such actions as theirs. 
One can understand the thoughts of a 
Russian nihilist, who is not a criminal 
in the true sense, but who is working 
along the lines of a definite philosophy 
toward a definite end. or of the ter­ 
rorists of Paris who engaged in the 
fight for the Commune in ls71. 
"Rut things are different in this coun­ 
try. I can trace no analogy between 
conditions before the commune of IMT I 
und the conditions in this country to­ 
day which precede what the two Ital­ 
ian anarchists a r c tiid to have planned 


— a commune o f anarchy aud riot Iii 
New York. 
There is no pa rn Mel of 
cause, aud there will be no parallel of 
effect. 


Idea of Commune Absurd. 
“Tho idea of a commune being es­ 
tablished here by men of the type of 
A barrio and Carbone is absurd. Even 
the most disreputable, the most down 
and out of tho hoboes and the unem­ 
ployed in the city, would never follow 
such leaders to wholesale murder. 
“The proof that conditions in this 
country do not justify the actions of 
the two men and their kind that an­ 
archy and anarchism are not natural 
outgrowths of existing society lu re -is 
simple enough.

enough anarchists In the country to 
succeed in terrorizing New York for 
any length of time, for the simple rea­ 
son that the community is constructed 
In such an orderly manner that no dis­ 
turbance would be tolerated by it. 
“The case of the commune in Paris 
was different The country and the 
city were already in a suite of semi 
anarchy. Police power and the more 
certain power of fluidic opinion find 
vanished from Paris with the capture 
of the city, the death of her best citi­ 
zens in the war with Germany and the 
starvation and suspension of business 
which followed. 
It can be said, in a 
general way. that the struggle of the 
commune In 1871, during which the 
Hotel dc Ville, the Luxemburg and oth­ 
er public buildings were burned and 
thousands died before and behind the 
barricades of the anarchists, was the 
more or less natural result of condi­ 
tions in the community. 


Conditions Different Here. 
“Rut that cannot be said of any a t­ 
tempted commune in New York nor 
of the nets of the anarcnists later. 
These can la* attributed to misapplica­ 
tion of half formed Ideas and ideals. 
fitted, perhaps, to Russia or even to 
Italy, but not to conditions In the Unit­ 
ed States, which are totally different.” 
Speak Lug more definitely of the men­ 
tal makeup of the Bresci anarchists. 
A. T. Roff en burger, engaged in labor­ 
atory research and experimental work 
with tile department of psychology at 
Columbin university, spoke of the ter­ 
rorist plans revealed by tho recent ar 
rests. 
“There Is no one positive type of 
mind that belongs to the ‘red,’ “ he said 
“It is always possible to trace the 
causes Of his criminal bent or bls an­ 
archistic Instincts, if the facts of his 
birth and Ills life are known.

solves Itself Into a matter of heredity.

I have not yet seen 
Carbone and Abnrno. lait I have known 
men of their stamp. Their mental at­ 
titude may be best expressed by ‘The 
world owes me a living!’ 
“ It Is not surprising that tile two 
arc so young. 
Tendencies which lend 
to crime usually show themselves be­ 
tween thirteen aud twenty five, or even 
earlier.”

It matters not 
whether the old Diaz faction or the 
Miulero faction have a temporary vic­ 
tory, the revolutions continue. 
Carranza and Villa were together un­ 
til Carranza was About to lie success­ 
ful, and Villa became a revolutionist 
against his old chief. 
Obregon works 
with Carranza up to a certain {mint, 
and then he becomes defiant. 
Every 
chief will revolt against any other 
chief who attains power. 
And the query Is, How long will It 
Inst? 
In some countries the people 
would tire of the warfare, but not in 
Spnnlsh-Ameiiean countries. The rev­ 
olution Iii Culm was carried on in­ 
definitely. 
Revolutions in all the Cen­ 
tral and 
South 
American republics 
have been curried on until the strong 
man arrives, the roan of blood and 
iron the dictator. 


No Dictator In Sight. 
For Mexico there is no dictator in 
sight, no man strong enough to unite 
a sufficient number of leaders in one 
body so as to take possession of the 
country and quell the revolutionary 
factions. 
Mexico Im In a min Ii worse condition 
now than was Cuba when this country 
interfered in behalf of humanity. Then 
Spain was In control of the island, 
maintained a government and if It had 
not been for the various revolution­ 
ists, mostly bandits and soldiers of for­ 
tune. could have secured tranquillity. 
But there is not the same desire to in­ 
tervene in Mexico as there was in 
Cuba. 
Th# Only Difference. 
During the long Republican reign 
there was a small coterie In each 
house of congress which ran the whole 
business. Five or six men Iii tin* hmisr 
and about the same Handier in the 
senate took upon themselves tho duties 
of leadership and what they decreed 
generally prevailed. 
Since the Democrats have had con­ 
trol a different method has been pur­ 
sued to reach tile same results. 
The 
caucus has I wen used to bring recalci­ 
trant members of the party into line 
aud hold them, though it does not al 
ways hold ail of them. 
But the small 
coterie still controls. 
With the ald of 
the president the number in control is 
somewhat reduced, for only a few need 
lie consulted. 
As to tin* actual con­ 
trol by the majority party the same 
situation is found under tin- Democrats 
as under Republicans. 


Caucus or Speaker. 
It is immaterial whether the caucus 
or the speaker has tin* final decision. 
The vast majority of members of ei­ 
ther party is always willing to “ leave 
it up to those who know” and follow 
tin* loaders. 
It is only n question of 
bringing iii recalcitrants. 
When the 
speaker was all powerful he did It by 
refusing commit tm* places, recognition 
to call up bills, etc, The caucus meth­ 
od 1 aits the bolter outside of the party, 
and lf the administration is interested 
he loses his patronage, 
lf nu admin­ 
istration stumis with the (quaker the 
member (totting tin* decrees of the 
speaker and his coterie also loses pat­ 
ronage. 
So It is six of one and half a dozen 
of the other. 


Mann and Kitchin. 
The harmony that existed between 
Oscar Underwood and Jim Maim will 
not 1*0 maintained by tile new leader, 
Claude Kitchin. 
The North Carolina 
man is not so suave and masterful as 
Underwood, 
lie could not Is* any more 
firm, for there was no moving Under­ 
wood when he once set himself upon 
a rock. 
But Kitchin xviii not be in­ 
clined to adjust and compone differ­ 
ences os was Underwood. 
And yet 
Underwood always seemed to get what 
he wanted.

Personnel legislation for the navy is 
promised for the next session of con­ 
gress. 
It was said that in place of 
the mach reviled plucking board the 
conference came near Inserting the 
long end important measure changing 
the methods of promoting officers In 
the navy.

COST OF TREATING WOUNDED 


French 
Expenses 
Are 
Estimated 
at 
$1,000,000 a 
Day. 
Paris, March 17.—One part of the 
war burden which has not entered into 
statistics of expenditure, but is likely 
to be one of the heaviest items, is the 
care of the wounded. 
The three organizations which con­ 
stitute the French Red Gross society 
had up to Feb. I takeu care of up­ 
wards of 700,000 wounded men. 
The cost of caring for wounded sol­ 
diers varies with the location of the 
hospital and other circumstances and 
it is difficult to fix the average cost 
per patient treated. 
Assuming the average for the first 
seven 
months of 
war, taking 
the 
American hospital figures and other 
estimates as a basis, to be $1.20 a 
man, the actual expenditure would be 
In the neighborhood of $1,000,000 a 
day and the total, estimating an aver­ 
age of three months’ stay for each 
r..:n would be *80.000,000.
